This pleasure is not to^be fore 
gone, however, as it was decided to 
hold a combined meeting when the now 
Covina Heights house is completed! The 
piece de resistance of the foaBt planned 
for this time is to be a barbecued pig, 
supplied by A. Gregory, president of the 
Mutual concern, from his stock ranch 
Mr. George H. Maxileld, secretary 
and manager of the Covina Heights, 
read a preliminary report of the past 
season's business that met with the ap­ 
proval of all the growers present.

Wednesday of this week marked the 
twenty-fifth annivowary of the most 
disastrous wind storm that over swept 
over the San Gabriel valley. 


At Azusa noarly every building was 
razed to the ground, and in Govina, 
Holy Trinity church, which had just 
been built, was blown over and wreck­ 
ed, and nearly every building in the 
district was more or less damaged. The 
wind was of such terrific force that "the 
drifted sand penetrated every crevice, 
however small, and lay in drifts on the 
floors of the houses. Every orchard in 
tho valley was defoliated and even the 
bark was peeled from tho tree's ..on tho 
side facing the direction of tho wind, 
effects of which can be seen to this day 
in the older orchards. 


This storm wrought much-' damage 
throughout Southern Califojyvtoi, but its 
severity was greatest in the Sun Gabriel 
valley. Dr. J. D. Reed and Mr. J. H. 
Coolmnn, who were among tho early 
settlors, even to this day can graphi­ 
cally describe the terrors of tho mem­ 
orable day and night. 


There is no record of a dnninnging 
wind in this valley since that date.

There is a great stir just now about 
the high cost of living, and people arc 
refusing 
to buy eggs, among 
other 
things. 
They blame the producer and 
the merchant. I do not believe the lat­ 
ter is to blame, and I am certain that 
the former is not. As a matter of fact 
the price of the best eggs is not nearly 
as high as it should be, compared with 
last year. Before last week's sudden 
drop, the price was only three cents a 
dozen more than a year ago, while the 
cost of feed is 60 to 90 per cent up. The 
probability is that the egg supply is 
not as good this fall either. 
Poultry 
have been fed a poorer quality of food 
in most cases, and the common run of 
poultry-keepers do not know how to 
make up to the flocks for the less nour- 
shing meals set before them. I see 
that this year's pullets arc said to have 
been very slow in maturing for some 
unknown reason. The reason is to be 
found, and without much difficulty, in 
poorer food and less of it. You can't 
make something out of nothing. You 
can not raise a pullet quickly to pro­ 
ducing point unless you feed it prop­ 
erly; and you surely can not make it 
lay then unless you feed it well. In 
years when feed is cheap enough to 
waste, all sorts of people know how 
to make a fortune out of fowls) but now, 
when waste feed is almost too dear to 
buy, you have got to know something 
indeed, or sell out. 
Well, 
anyway, 
things won't be mended by blaming the 
poultry keeper for the so-called high 
prices and leaving his scanty harvest 
on liiH hands. By so doing a very large 
class of small producers which Califor­ 
nia has especially provided for, sought 
for, advertised for, prayed for, and in 
not n few cases, I fear, lied for, will 
promptly be out of the business. There 
is mighty little capital behind a lot of 
these chicken farms, I can assure you, 
and most of tliem make a bnre living, 
but the folk who run them have, in a 
great many cases, come here at the 
suggestion and invitations of your Gold­ 
en State, and look for something better 
than a dog's chance.

FROM JOB TO JOB AROUND 
THE WORLD 


C H A P T E R V . 
Richardson h a d not- got to t a k e up 
hi» new work immediately, a n d for t w o 
weeks w e led an indolent life i n Kyo'to. 
T h e n the craving for t h e trail struck us 
again, a n d with t h e help of a n Ameri­ 
can w h o h a d long resided in J a p a n , w e 
m a p p e d o u t a n i t i n e r a r y 
t h a t 
would 
c a r r y us into a remote region, a n d pene­ 
t r a t e d up t o t h a t time b y fewer 
t h a t 
half a dozen foreigners. 
I n t h e early 
m o r n i n g w e set out from K y o t o on foot. 
L i t t l e r did w e d r e a m 
t h a t 
w e - were 
plunging 
headlong into an 
a d v e n t u r e 
which would r e v e r b r a t e clear into t h e 
d e p a r t m e n t of s t a t e a t W a s h i n g t o n be­ 
fore w e a g a i n mingled in the bustling 
crowds of Kyoto. 


On t h e shores of L a k e Biwa w e board­ 
ed a steamer a n d sailed 
fifty 
miles t o 
t h e 
village of I m a s u . 
W e s p e n t t h e 
n i g h t in a J a p a n e s e i n n , a n d t h e fol­ 
lowing d a y walked twenty-five miles t o 
O b a m a , on t h e sea of J a p a n . On t h e 
w a y 
w e passed 
t h r o u g h 
a n 
endless 
chain of picturesque villages. O u r en­ 
t r a n c e to these small t o w n s were a great 
source of interest to t h e i n h a b i t a n t s , 
w h o rushed t o t h e doors or windows 
of their shops or houses, or poured into 
t h e streets to inspect us. T h e y scanned 
our clothes w i t h t h e frankest 
sort of 
curiosity, a n d were especially impressed 
w i t h our h e a v y leather 
shoes, 
which 
t h e y examined carefully, usually turn­ 
i n g 
a w a y 
a f t e r w a r d s t o hide 
their 
smiles. I n village after village w e caus­ 
ed a complete cessation of business a n d 
household duties until w e were out of 
'sight. O u r a d v e n t a n d d e p a r t u r e were 
probably t h e main topic of discussion 
for the rest of the d a y . 


A t O b a m a w e devoted a full hour t o 
vigorous gesticulation w i t h our hands 
before w e could convey into the head 
of a n inn proprietor the fact t h a t w e 
w a n t e d a b e d . 


T h a t n i g h t we slept on t h e footstool 


of 
adventure. 


A t dawn w e sailed out of t h e narroiv 
cove into t h e S e a of J a p a n . T h e coast 
on this r u n is a beautiful p a n o r a m a of 
b a y s and inlets, b a c k e d b y richly wood­ 
ed hills. P r e t t y villages stud the shore. 
- 
Richardson w a s g r e a t l y t a k e n 
w i t h 
t h e b e a u t y of these villages. H e un- 
slung his camera a n d snapped a picture 
.of one of them from t h e steamer deck. 
T h e k o d a k w a s baTely b a c k i n t h e case 
before a deck-hand skipped a w a y to t h e 
c a p t a i n ' s cabin a n d m a d e a report. T h e 
c a p t a i n 
summoned 
Richardson 
post­ 
haste. 
The whole ship bristled with ex­ 
citement. 


I t 
transpired we were i n MauBuru 
b a y , t h e chief naval base of J a p a n , a n d 
one of t h e zones i n which it is unlawful 
to t a k e pictures. Richardson refused to 
g e t excited. 
H e gave t h e captain the 
roll of films, together with his K y o t o 
address, requested him to h a v e i t de­ 
veloped, destroy t h e illegal picture, a n d 
r e t u r n t h e others. T h e captain said he 
would do so, a n d we though the incident 
closed. 


B u t it w a s n o t ; i t h a d only just be­ 
gun. I n a f e w minutes our steamer ar­ 
rived a t t h e dock, a n d w e w e n t down 
the g a n g w a y to board a train for our 
return t r i p t o K y o t o . I h a d settled 
down comfortably in my seat a n d open­ 
ed a book, when a J a p a n e s e i n uniform 
rushed up, waved his ljands a n d shouted 
a t me i n his native language. 


" O h , go a w a y , " I said. I t h o u g h t 
he w a s crazy. T h e excited officer stood 
w a v i n g his h a n d s i n a manner 
which 
would indicate i n a western 
country 
t h a t he w a n t e d me to remain where I 


was. 
F i n a l l y h e left t h e c a r a n d Rich­ 
ardson came in. 


" W h a t on earth is t h e m a t t e r with 
t h a t J a p f " I demanded. " H e must be 
d r u n k . ' ' 


" H e ' s a p o l i c e m a n , " explained Rich­ 
ardson. " W e a r e both under arrest for 
t h e picture. T h e captain reported i t t o 
t h e p o l i c e . " 


Presently the officer in uniform came 
back, w a v i n g h i s h a n d s in t h e a i r like 
some one insane. I did not realize t h a t 
these movements were equivalent to the 
American beckoning sign, so I remained 
seated. Thereupon ho lurched over and 
gripped my shoulder. 
Richardson h a d 
already gone out. I got up, a n d in throe 
seconds found myself, with my compan­ 
ion, in t h e midst of t w o hundred in­ 
censed natives. 


Other police and a couple of military 
officers h a d now come up, a n d Richard­ 
s o n ' s camera h a d been t a k e n from him. 
W e stood in t h e midst of this g a t h e r i n g 
while the uniformed officers held a con­ 
ference, of which we could not under­ 
stand a word. 
Finally 
t h e y led us 
away. 
For an hour Richardson a n d I, 
accompanied b y t w o policemen, march­ 
ed abreast. W c concluded they h a d de­ 
cided t o walk u s t o death. At last w e 
arrived at an edifice, from which a J a p ­ 
anese flng was flying, and in froht of 
which t w o sentinels stood on duty. This 
w a s the militniy police court and prison. 
W e were ushered in, a n d were grccteJ 
b y half a dozen officers in uniform, who 
bowed a n d bobbed around with as much 
ceremony a s though w e were t w o cal­ 
iphs of Bagdad. They were t h e politest 
lot of policemen we ever saw.

The military judge was on the bench, 
and w e were t a k e n 
into his presence 
with m a n y smiles a n d salaams. W e tried 
to tell the judge t h a t w c loved t h e J a p ­ 
anese people very dearly, a n d t h a t we 
w a n t e d t o go back t o Kyoto, b u t lie 
could not understand a word, and no 
one else could either. There w a s noth­ 
i n g to do but wait for a n interpreter, 
whom one of the clerks of the court w a s 
sent out t o obtain. T h e J a p a n e s e look­ 
ed very serious, b u t w e were not im­ 
pressed, a n d made irrevalent 
remarks. 


Wo waited until noon, a n d as we wero 
h u n g r y we made this fact 
known by 
means of writing, for one of t h e clerks 
could read English after a fashion, but 
could not speak it. 
Permission was 
g r a n t e d us to dine. Richardson prompt­ 
ly asked t h e court t o p a y t h e bill, b u t 
t h e request, after a half-hour 
confer­ 
ence, w a s refused. W e set out with two 
policemen to a J a p a n e s e hotel, where 
we a t e a 
fifteen-minute 
meal in an 
hour a n d a half, t h e t w o officers remain­ 
ing on guard a t t h e door. 


I n t h e afternoon 
t h e " i n t e r p r e t e r 
came. W e expected t o see an American, 
or a t least someone who understood the 
English language. 
I n s t e a d there 
stood 
before us a little J a p , w h o looked like 
a miniature pugilist, a n d knew about as 
much English as a two-year-old child. 
H e started his cross-examination 
with 
the 
regular 
preliminaries, 
bows a n d 
genuflections, a n d k e p t a t this perform­ 
ance for so long a time t h a t when ho 
began to speak w e expected a master­ 
piece. H i s first u t t e r a n c e w a s : 


" I am sorry this event has happen­ 
e d . " 


" S o are we, old c h a p , " p u t in Rich­ 
ardson, " b u t cut out this nonsense. W e 
have an appointment a t K y o t o . " B u t 
Richardson 
might as well have 
been 
t a l k i n g t o a parsnip, for all t h e effect 
it h a d . 


Presently, 
however, t h e cross-exam­ 
ination got under w a y a n d proceeded 
laboriously. W e were asked every con­ 
ceivable question—our names, ages, na­ 
tionalities, occupation, p a r e n t s ' names, 
and their occupation; our reasons for 
being a w a y from home, a n d t h e length 
of time w e h a d been a w a y , where w e 
were going, a n d why'; had, w e even been 
convicted of crime i n Ambricn; our rca 
son for t a k i n g t h e p i c t u r e ; our domicile 
and acquaintances in K y o t o . Those a n d 
m a n y more questions were askeid us/»ex- 
tending over a period of six hours. 


Under t h e heading of occupation w e 
stated t h a t w e were school-teachers, bo 
ing t h e first a n d most harmless voca 
tion we could t h i n k of. Immediately the 
court discovered a discrepancy. 
This 
vocation did not compare w i t h the rec­ 
ords received from t h e hotel registers. 
E v e r y guest, on arrival a t a hotel, is 
required to give his occupation 
when 
registering, a n d this is turned over (Jo 
t h e police w i t h other information. Rich* 
ardson a n d I , n o t h a v i n g a n y definite 
vocation, 
signed u p 
under 
different 
callings a t each hotel. W e d u g up all 
the antiquated a n d unusual means of 
earning a living t h a t our imagine could 
muster. T h e list included ventriloquism, 
crutch-maker, 
chiropodist, 
clairvoyant, 
boiler-maker, hypnotist, a n d wig-maker 
The judge confronted us with this a r r a y 
of honorable vocations, which he h a d 
obtained from t h e polico records, a n d 
d e m a n d e d a n explanation. 
Richardson 
rose to t h e occasion, a n d in a short time 
h a d us out of t h e t r a p . H e explained 
t h a t English w a s very 
flexible; 
t h a t i t 
was a language replete with synonyms, 
t h a t it contained numerous words which 
m e a n t t h e same thing. H e went into n 
longthy dissertation in which ho thor 
oughly convinced the judge t h a t crutch 
maker, chiropodist, et cetera, all meant 
school-teacher, t h a t each simply empha­ 
sized the different phases of the voca 
tion. 


T h e questioning caused the court to 
conclude t h a t i t h a d little hold on me, 
except as an accomplice of Richardson, 
the l a t t e r b e i n g t h e m a n caught in the 
act. 
On m y suggestion 
they 
allowed 
mo t o return to Kyoto, accompanied b y 
an officer. Richardson was held all night 
for further examination. 


I nrrived in K y o t o about 
midnight 
and immediately retired. In the morn 
ing I met t h e advisory secretary of the 
Y. M. C. A., w h o h a d heard of our 
trouble b y telegraph, t h e Maisuru a u 
thorities h a v i n g referred our story to 
him for verification. 
The news of the 
incident h a d spread throughout 
J a p a n 
and great crowds gathered in front of 
the K y o t o newspaper offices, where bul 
letins 
announced 
that 
t w o American 
spies h a d been 
arrested, a n d that in 
their possession were found pictures of 
battleships, 
sketches of harbors, ami 
plans of forts. T h e newspaper accounts 
described us as poor men, owing to the 
fact that Richardson, expecting that he 
would have to put up a bond, said that 
he h a d but 12 yen, when asked 
what 
amount of money he possessed. The ye 
port t h a t we were poverty-stricken was 
also due to the fact t h a t we wore blue 
f a n n e l shirts—suitable a t t i r o for walk 
ing, b u t not a costume in which t h e 
J a p a n e s e are accustomed t o see Ameri­ 
cans. T h e press reports also referred t> 


us a s suspicious looking characters, a n d 
stated that w e did not t a k e t h e m a t t e r 
seriously, a s we jested in the court­ 
room. 


On the morning after m y arrival a t 
K y o t o , I w a s interviewed by t h e chief 
of police of t h a t city, assisted by an 
interpreter. 
D u r i n g t h e examination 
the 
door 
opened, 
a n d outside 
stood 
Richardson, 
w h o had been 
escorted 
from Maisuru b y a n officer. W e wero 
not allowed t o get together to discuss 
the matter, however, for fear w e would 
concoct a story. 
T h e chief of police 
first 
finished 
w i t h me, a n d then called 
Richardson in for a'session. 


Accounts of t h e affair were 
printed 
in all the leading papers of the far 
east, 
including 
J a p a n , 
Korea, 
China, 
and t h e Philippines. 
The Associated 
Press obtained t h e news, a n d the dailies 
of the Pacific coast in America display­ 
ed 
several 
columns of distorted ac­ 
counts. 
A Honolulu journal considered 
it of sufficient importance t o give it a 
full 
front-pago 
headline, 
" H o n o l u l u 
Men Languish in J a p a n e s e J a i l . " 


A n d this was not all. The news found 
its w a y to Washington, a n d our little 
indiscretion a t Maisuru set t h e diplo­ 
matic wheels of two nations in motion. 
M y 
brother, 
r e a d i n g 
the 
Associated 
Press reports in S a n Francisco papers, 
and imagining t h a t we wero being sub­ 
jected to Oriental tortures in a J a p a n ­ 
ese jail, telegraphed tho state 
depart­ 
ment a t Washington. 


H e received the following cable from 
Mr. H u n t i n g t o n 
Wilson, acting 
secre­ 
t a r y of state at t h a t time, under Presi­ 
dent 
Tnft: 


" D e p a r t m e n t telegraphed embnssy at 
Tokio today to ascertain facts, a n d en­ 
deavor t o secure 
your 
b r o t h e r ' s re­ 
l e a s e . " 


The 
ambassador a t Tokio 
got i n 
touch w i t h t h e situation, and replied 
that Richardson a n d I wero being woll 
treated, a n d t h a t a s soon as proved in­ 
nocent we would be liberated. 
This in­ 
formation was sent to my brother by 
the state 
department. 


I n the meantime we wero 
b a t t l i n g 
with the Japaneso authorities in Kyoto. 
W e w a n t e d to got back our camera. I t 
was a regulation to conscato all cam­ 
eras t h a t h a d been used to take illogal 
pictures, b u t wo finally convinced t h e 
police t h a t we h a d no ulterior motives, 
and, after promising t o leavo J a p a n a t 
once a n d give an itinerary of our route 
out of tho country, w e were roleased. 
The K y o t o chief of police returned t h e 
camera, 
w i t h a n impressive 
speech, 
while w e retired from t h e court-room 
without ceremony, while the numerous 
officials nearly broke their b a c k s bow« 
ing.

AHNUAL FUMIGATION RECOGNIZED NECESSITY 


" 
DECIDING SUCCESS OR FAILURE IN GROVES 


••/ PRACTICAL AMD STRIKING FACTS OF HUGE LOSSES IN CROP 
" RETURNS FROM BUSSING SINGLE FUMIGATION—TWO-YEAR IN­ 
TERVALS IN FUMIGATION CAN NO "LONGER APPLY IN LOS AN­ 
GELES COUNTY—CAUSES DO NOT ACCOUNT FOR SO MUCH AS 
EFFECTS—RANCHER WHO DOES NOT FUMIGATE ONCE EACH 
YEAR CANNOT MAKE PROFIT IN THE CITRUS INDUSTRY.

The question of annua] fumigation of 
citrus 
trees is one that should 
be 
brought out bluntly, and without equi­ 
vocation, especially as applying to the 
citrus industry in Los Angeles county. 
Annual fumigation is vitally necessary. 
In nearly ninety-five per cent of* the or­ 
chards located on this coastal plain, the 
lesson is so apparent that it needs only 
to be seen once by any practical orch- 
ardist. 


The, purpose of this communication 
is to state why this isoso, but while we 
will undoubtedly use quite a little space 
in doing this, the reason can be stated 
in one sentence—that where orchards 
are fumigated once a year they set a 
good crop, all other things being favor­ 
able, and where they are fumigated 
but once in two years they do not set 
a crop. Any reasons set forth in favor 
of annual fumigation by the expert 
at the citrus experiment station; any 
elaborate views of any individual or 
group of individuals on this subject 
may be interesting—but it all comes 
back to the fundamental fact that the 
grove fumigated regularly once a year 
sets a good crop, irrespective of wheth- 
• er the black scale is all cleaned up or 
not. 


Packing house figures tell this story 
so plainly that it is a matter of wonder 
that this one question has not occupied 
H great deal of the time at association 
meetings. It cannot be good business 
to ignore the fact thai ranchers have 
.received one box to the tree instead of 
"eight, because they have missed one 
fumigation. 


Naturally, when a fumigator makes 
this statement, as all of them must do 
on the face of the facts, the rancher 
takes his statement with an inclination 
to take a grain of salt with it, because 
most fumigating outfits are in the busi 
ness to, got more business in order to 
make more profit. 
The statement is 
therefore from a source that can be re- 
liable but is of course tinged with bias. 
, 
But facts in the groves have no bias 
- to them, ^neither has the statement from 
' t h e packing house, Citrus trees in Los 
AngeleS;,oounty do not set a good crop 
"vn-le8*FTOey!«re,"fumigated once a year:: 
'This applies, fo a considerable extent 
to the. industry throughout the State, 
but more .particularly to this district 
lying closer to the coast. 


A citrus grove will bear fruit for a 
.few years without being fertilized. 
It 
has been known to bear a fair crop 
when cultivation, is neglected. 
Groves 
that do not receive enough water some 
years will in spite of it set a crop for 
one year, or two years, before the real 
effects will begin to show up. 
They 
will return a fair crop if not pruned. 
All these things can happen to the 
grove for a few years, and it will still 
bear fruit. But on this coastal plain, 
where the black scale infestation has 
been in increasingly-difficult problem 
during the last fifteen years, the grove 
that was not properly fumigated, or 
not fumigated at all, quits bearing at 
once. 
Trees reduce their crops from 
eight boxes to one box in a single year. 
It is an eight-to-one test that is more 
important than the sugar and acid con­ 
tent of the fruit itself. 


A few years ago Horticultural Com­ 
missioner William Wood of Los Angeles 
county gave- instructions to all his in 
spectorB to carefully prepare a state­ 
ment on "What is the principal cause 
of crop variation T" 
That is to say, 
what causes a tTee to bear one year and 
not bear the next? 
Why is it that 
causes a grove on one side of the street 
to bear heavily one yoar and the grove 
on the other side of the street set but 
one box to the tree? This question was 
to apply to groves that are decently 
cared for. It applies to groves owned 
by men who were doing everyhing they 
knew how to do to raise a normal crop. 


The inspectors have made two reports 
of two-year periods. There is no varia 
tion in their general statements. The 
control of the scale pests is the most 
important matter in the question of 
setting a crop. It does not mean that 
the scale must be exterminated. 
In 
spectors and practical fumigators have 
ceased to use the word "exterminate,' 
as the black scale can only be control! 
ed-rkopt down to a percentage that is 
not harmful to the'tree. It means that 
ninety per cent of the scale must be 
exterminated EVERY YEAR. 


PRACTICAL GROVE RECORDS 
There is something about the action 
of cyanogen gas on the health of the 
tree that is beneficial beyond the mere 
fact that it rids the tree of a large 
portion of the scale-pests. Inspections 
of orchards show the undeniable fac 


year is over, making it a most difficult 
job to clean up the grove the second 
year, but this is not the whole story. 
For some reason that has ne,ver been 
satisfactorily explained, the grove, even 
if comparatively clean in the first year, 
does not set a crop.' These are the 
plain facts as found in Los Angeles 
county through observations of horti­ 
cultural inspectors, ranch-owners and 
packing house managers, the latter be­ 
ing the men who can place the orchard 
returns for two years in opposite col­ 
umns of figures. 


In nearly every case, the citrus grove 
in this coastal plain district is dirty 
enough with black scale each year to 
make it apparent to any practical man 
that it should be fumigated. 
But, in 
cases where the scale does not seem to 
show up in quantities, the fact never­ 
theless remains that the loss of a fumi­ 
gation affects materially the setting of 
the crop for the coming year. What 
other benefits the cyanogen gas has for 
the tree besides eliminating the scale 
is not known. It is not necessary to 
know, so far as the question of crop 
returns is concerned. Causes are cryp­ 
tic, but effects are clear as crystal. One 
box to a tree is quite a different matter 
from eight boxes. 
If the rancher has 
not already convinced himself*by ob­ 
servation, he should make a thorough 
canvass of the question among other 
growers and ascertain the crop perform 
ance of a large number of ranches, fum­ 
igated every year or fumigated once in 
two years. 


UNEVEN ORCHARD CROPS. 


Old-fashioned 
apple-raisers 
in the 
eastern states-used to say that the trees 
gencrully boro heavily one year and 
rested the next. . This was. and pr6ba 
bly is, a common saying among farmers 
who raise apples on a farm that also 
raises diversified crops—whore little at­ 
tention is paid to the apple orchard 
Men who have since made a practical 
science of growing apples in the eastern 
states soon exploded this theory. Apple 
trees yield steadily and normally .every 
year when the proper attention is given 
the,m, barring unforseen circumstances. 
The citrus grove is an every-year bear 
ev if (fil conditions are fitted to give it 
the opportunity. 
Therefore, 
when 
grove suddenly, drops from eight boxes 
to one box per tree, there has been 
something held back from if' that it 
should have had. It will not make this 
phenomenal change because no fcrtili' 
zer has been applied during one year 
nor will it act quite so radically if 
pinched for water. Actual figures and 
observations show that it does act so 
radically when fumigation is skipped 
for one year. 


Before going any farther with this 
discussion we want to introduce as evi­ 
dence the figures as compiled at two 
Govina packing houses on a number of 
crop returns where fumigation was dis­ 
pensed with for one year. If you went 
to any one of these ranchers who own 
these groves they would tell you frank­ 
ly that the figures are correct, and that 
it was brought about by an attempt to 
get by without fumigating one yoar. 
But the names are withheld here, as 
probably no rancher would care to have 
his mistakes exploited in prict. Ono 
lt'.rge packing house has the following 
record on five navel orchards: 


Ranch No. 1 packed 10,650 boxes in 
1914, and did not fumigate that year. 
The following season of 1915 the same 
ranch packed 602 boxes. 


Ranch No. 2 packed 1451 boxes in 
1914, and did not fumigate that year, 
the 1915 crop being 277 boxes. 


Ranch No. 3 packed 2482 boxes in 
1914 and did not fumigate that year, 
the following crop in 1915 being 430 
boxes. 


Ranch No. 4 packed 1495 boxes in 
1914, and did not fumigate that year, 
the following year packing 180 boxes. 


Ranch No. 5 packed 2917 boxes in 
1914, and did not fumigate, the follow 
ing year packing 458 boxes. 


These were cases in the Covina dis­ 
trict where all other effort of a reason 
able nature was made to set a crop 
The ranches were fertilized, cultivated 
and irrigated, and there was no frost. 
Some of these cases were where tho 
rancher was so pressed for money be 
cause of the loss of a crop by cold wea 
ther the previous year that he thought 
he would take a desperate chance and 
save the expense of from thirty to 
forty cents per tree. Other cases were 
where the rancher's fumigating turn 
came so late in the season that eontinu 
ous rains and fogs made it impossible 
for the fumigators to get into his grove 
until so late that tho fruit setting was

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that although an orchard may be fairly injured by tho delay. In the case of the 
clean of scale, so clean in fact to all 
appearances that it looks as if one fum­ 
igation 
eould be skipped—the 
grove 
does not set a normal crop the season 
following the skipping of one fumiga­ 
tion. 
The black scale shows up in 


man who was pressed for money, it 
would have been far better for him to 
have borrowed the money at almost any 
per cent that might be named. You will 
notice that some of the trees fell even 
far below a box to the tree. 


DAMAGES TWO YEARS. 
The damage does not stop with a sin­ 
gle season. Where a fumigation is skip­ 
ped, the trees cfc> not again set a normal 
crop, either the following year or tho 
next year afterwards. 
The damage ex­ 
tends over at least two years, oven 
when tho grove ip well fumigated tho 
year following the skipping of a fumi­ 
gation. The citrus tree is one of tho 
readiest to respond to proper treatment 
of any of the orchard trees. It recovers 
more quickly from a freeze than an 
apple tree or a peach tree. It will re­ 
spond within a few hours to tho ap­ 
plication of water long denied it. This 
applies to the personal appearance of 
the tree, but if anything 
interferes 
with the bud formation at that critical 
time in the tree's cycle when it is pre­ 
paring to perpetuate its species, tho 
crop is at once eliminated or badly de­ 
pleted, and two years must glapso bo- 
fore it comes back to what is consid­ 
ered a normal crop. 


From the same packing house returns 
quoted above we take fourteen Valencia 
orchards, where a fumigation was Bkip 
ped, as follows: 
1914, boxes packed 
1089, in 3915, 204; 4038 versus 358; 
5696 versus 1732; 4131 versus 859; 1500 
versus 390; 2917 versus 340; 1291 ver 
BUS 152; 3930 versus 429; 1710 versus 
102; 1850 versus 103; 4358 versus 027; 
1038 versus 113; 2467 -versus 332; 1454 
versus 282. 


In the case of the first Valencia grove, 
for instance, there is shown a loss of 
885 boxes the season following tho skip 
ping of a fumigation. Valencia oranges 
averaged better than $2.50 per box net 
to the grower that year. Here is a direct 
loss of $2,212.50. 


In the case of the second grove it is 
even more marked. Tho difference be­ 
tween 4038 boxes and 358 boxes is 
3,380 boxes, which at $2.50 the box is 
8,450, this sum being a total loss be­ 
cause of the lack of ono fumigation. 
The ratio is nearly the same through all 
of the fourteen quoted. 


We have a statement 
from another 
packing house which corresponds to the 
ono quoted, showing a drop from 5,531 
boxes to 309, etc. This packing house 
also gives the figures on a Covina grove 
that has been fumigated regularly and 


J annually for fourteen years, as follows: 


10.13, 8,997 boxes; 1914, 7,909 boxes; 
1915, 8,697 boxos; 1910, 6000 boxes; 
1917, estimated, 8,000 boxes. 


Wo have tho records also on a Co­ 
vina grove that has been 
fumigated 
twenty times in twenty-two years. The 
two years when the grovo was not fumi­ 
gated are the two most 
unprofitable 
years. 
In this case 
every 
practical i 
method of upkeep has been practiced 
steadily. 
It is one of tho most profit­ 
able groves in tho state. Any ono of 
those groves cari bo shown at any time 
and their performance record shown in 
full. 


RECORDS THIS YEAR. 


So far as the indictment 
against 
skipping a fumigation is concerned ns 
applying to this particular year, we 
have just completed a thorough inspec­ 
tion of thirty groves in the Covina dis­ 
trict. We have the names ol owners 
and the locality on record, but will say 
here that tho comparisons are just us 
striking and convincing us any wo have 
quoted. 


One man failed to get his fumigating 
done last year bocauso he wns waiting 
on a cash payment from a business 
source which did not materialize until 
it was so late that the orchard could 
not be fumigated. 
Ho had less than a 
box to the tree on his grove, a grove 
that is a vtry prolific bearer,.year after 
year. 
Just across the street is a ranch 
that originally was a part of the same 
parcel of land, both pieces being plant­ 
ed at the same time twenty-five years 
ago. This part of the grove was fumi­ 
gated last year, and has ono of the 
many great crops that are seen this 
year all through this valley. 
k 


Within the city 
limits of Covina 
thoro is a forty-acre ranch that has 
tried fumigation at two-year periods. 
There is scarcely a box to the tree on 
this ranch this year. 


There is a ranch west of the city 
that tried a now and alleged cure for 
the black scale last year, now known us 
tho famous bread-mold farce. It would 
have cost from $000 to $700 to fumi­ 
gate this grove. The loss in crop this 
year is from $7000 to $8000. 


One hundred acres west of the city, 
all in one block and owned by the saint! 
person, stands to lose 
approximately 
$18,000 this year in crop, because the 


orchard was not fumigated last year. 
Near it is one of the most marvelous 
sights in the sotting of Valencia or- 
nngCB that has ever been seen in this 
\ alloy. This last grove has had every­ 
thing that is practical done for it, in­ 
cluding annual fumigation, yoar after 
year. 
Again, in this purfJSulnr locality 
s another splendid ranch, owned by a 
shrewd, practical rancher of long years 
of experience, which has just a fair 
crop this year, uftcr having missed a 
fumigation three years ago. The ranch­ 
er says very frankly that he made a 
mistake, and that it cost him several 
thousand dollars. Of course he never 
will get caught again. But the lesson 
is 
very 
expensive. 
We have 
found 
these 
striking 
lessons on the north, 
southj oust und west, in all parts of the 
district. 


ABANDON OLD THKOKIKH. 


We must abandon the ideas of fumi­ 
gation that have persisted since the 
earlier days of the Industry. The hor­ 
ticultural commission used to advocate 
that fumigation should bo done in two- 
year periods. 
In the earlier days of 
the black scale Infestation the groves 
most certainly did clean up well when 
fumigated only avery other year. 
They 
do not do so any more in Los Angeles 
county. It may bo that other districts 
may skip with impunity. 
We are very 
much inclined to doubt it, but will con­ 
fine ourselves to the investigations aud 
the facts gathered in Los Angeles coun­ 
ty. 


As time has gone on tho black scale 
has changed its habits. 
This scale no 
longer hatches out at one particular 
time of season. It took several years 
to convince ranchers and investigators 


that the scale could not all be killed at 
any one time, because of the uneven 
hatch, or "off-hatch," as it has boon 
called. 
The black scale now hatches 
out at various times. Ho, did not used 
to do so. In an effort to exterminate 
him we have probably broken up his 
old-time settled habits. 
Any kind of 
life, animal or vegetable, will learn to 
combat inimical conditions, and that is 
what tho black scale is trying to do— 
to overcome the inroads made upon him 
by fumigations. 
Because such a satis­ 
factory per cent of tho black scale 
could be killed In former years at ono 
fumigation, it was necessary to fumi­ 
gate but once In two yours. Hut tho 
conditions 
have 
absolutely 
changed. 
There have been a few ranchers who 
have fumigated annually from tho very 
first years of the Industry. It is a signi­ 
ficant 
fact that they are among tho 
wealthiest ranchers in the valley. 
Of 
course, they used as good Judgment 
about all phases of the business as they 
did about annual fumigation. 


From the percentage standpoint in 
tho matter of Importance, annual fumi­ 
gation should occupy forty per cent of 
tho one hundred In the rancher's mind. 
Irrigation should be given twonty-flvo 
per cent of tho one hundred; fertiliza­ 
tion 20 per ««nt; cultivation live per 
cent, and spraying and pruning flvo per 
cent each. 
This is writetn merely to 
give a mental picture of the import­ 
ance of annual fumigation. 


The rancher must squarely face this 
fact—if he does not fumigate his orch­ 
ard once a year, ho cannot grow citrus 
fruits at a profit.
